But books and articles relating lurid 


tales of “ pep” freely administered by 


team phy sicians have been published 


by athlete authors. And stories of 


widespread “ social” use of both hard 
and soft drugs among team play ers 
are common. 
Pain killing and body ­ 
building pills are reportedly dispensed 
routinely in locker rooms from high 
school 
to 
the 
major 
professional 
leagues. 


Phil Shinnick, athletic director at 
Rutgers University and himself a for­ 
mer athlete, has said, “ if a federal in­ 
vestigator walked through the dress­ 
ing room of the National Football 
League or the Oly mpic team or some 
of the major competitions in amateur 
athletics . . . they would have a lot 
of people in jail.'* 


A bill in the Senate Commerce Com­ 


mittee which calls for a study of drug 


use in high school and college athletics 


and other amateur sports is vigorously 


opposed by school officials, who fear 


federal meddling in their programs. 


The amateur athletic bill is not a tar­ 


get of their concern specifically be­ 


cause of its drug study provision, but 


they concede it is a factor. 


No legislation to curb abuse in pro­ 


fessional sports is contemplated pres­ 


ently . NFL officials, at the center of 


criticism of the problem, have pledged 


to conduct their own cleanup and Con­ 


gress has been anx ious to give them 


ample time. 


But phy sical checks of play ers to de­ 


tect drug use has been ruled out be­ 


cause of opposition of play er associa­ 


tions. 
Ex amination is a key point in 


recommended procedures to discour­ 
age drug use. 


Congress has been very quiet in its 


gentle investigation of drugs in sports. 


Ex posure of the problem, according to 


key legislators, would be “ shocking” to 
the country . 


But the simmering situation could 


erupt into a major scandal that would 


be worse than an open approach to the 
sports drugs dilemma. 


It is time for Congress to quit drag­ 


ging its feet and seriously investigate 


locker room practices that are illegal, 


unfair and dangerous.

President Nixon said Con­ 
gress had not acted on energy 
proposals he had made as long 
as two years ago. Nixon said 
Congress had sent him only one 
of his seven pieces of priority 
energy legislation, the Alaska 
pipeline hill. 
Senate Majority leader Mike 
Mansfield. D Mont., reacted to 
the President's statement by 
saying flatly, “ He is wrong.” 


Appearing 
Sunday on 
NBC's 
“ Meet 
the 
Press.” Mansfield 
accused the President of being 
long on rhetoric and proposals 
but short on specific legislative 
programs. 
Sen. 
William 
Proxmire. 
D- 
Wis., appearing on CBS' “ Face 
the Nation.” said Nixon's state­ 
ment was “ very hard to under­ 
stand.” 
Proxmire 
said 
“ the 
P r e s i d e n t 
simply 
hasn't 
grasped” the severity of the sit­ 
uation. which according to a Li­ 
brary of Congress study could 


result in fuel shorlagos of up to 
35 per cent. 
David Rockefeller, head of 
the Chase Manhattan Bank in 
New York, predicted that the 
crisis could 
lead to a 
zero 
growth rate for the nation next 
year and a 6 per cent drop in 
industrial production. Rockefel­ 
ler. interviewed on ABC's “ Is­ 
sues and Answers." said the 
economists' best estimates is 
that the fuel shortages will re­ 
sult in a cut of $3 million a day 
in the economy's growth. 


Mansfield and Proxmire also 
differed with the President on 
the need for gasoline rationing. 
Nixon 
said 
in 
his 
televised 
press conference he hoped to 
avoid rationing, 
According to Mansfield, Nix­ 
on’s reluctance to impose ration­ 
ing is “ just paving the way to 
a recession next year." Prox­ 
mire said. “ I think gasoline ra­ 
tioning is essential, we have to 
have it no matter what hap 
pens, no matter how much re 
lief we might even get from the 


end of the Arab boycott.’* 
The measure before the Sen­ 
ate today would give the Presi­ 
dent the authority, but not re­ 
quire him. to order rationing of 
gasoline or any other scarce 
fuel. 
The bill by Sen. Henry M. 
Jackson, D Wash., also w-ould 
authorize 
such 
energy-saving 
steps as lowered thermostats, 
reduced speed limits and short­ 
er school days. Another energy- 
conservation 
measure, 
which 
the President had not asked 


for. would cut the size of the 
federal government's limousint 
fleet. 
A provision authored by Sen. 
Edmund S. Muskie. D Maine, 
would permit the burning of 
high-sulphur oil and coal by al­ 
lowing violations of clean air 
standards. 
The bill also seeks to make 
maximum use of available fuel 
supplies by giving the Presi­ 
dent power to order oil and gas 
burning power plants to convert 
to coal.
